Applicant argues that the dynamically select preferred ones of transceiver stations to provide particular dedicated channels for particula 
mobile station separately from one of said transceiver stations providing particular broadcast channels for particular mobile station does 
not disclosed in McLaughlin et al. However, McLaughlin et al. disclosed "A particular one of the zone managers ...is selected as the 
active one for the user... broadcasts on a unique forward broadcast channel", (fig. 5; Col.11; 62-Col.12; 3), as well as Howard et al. 
teaches the method of dynamic channel allocation from Tables 2 thru 5 (Col. 30; 7-23) which also meets the claimed limitation. Because 
the above reason, the rejection still meets the claimed limitation. 
Therefore, it is believed that the rejections should be sustained. 
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
